■was deemed a-fitting time to provide 
them with more, commodious quarters 
and pldce them In a home t\iat will be 
theirs for all time, .Accordingly, the 
Antioch Masonic Temple Asaociatibh 
■was formed with the membership limit- 
ed to the members of . Sequoit lodge, 
and through it tho Bruckner building, 
situated' on iot 32. on the east side of 
Main street in this yillsge, was. pur- 
cha^edV for the sum of, $3,650.;: The 
'money ' was raised in an increditably 
^'«hbrt timo'by the issuing of shares at 
^100 each, the entire amount^being aub* 
scribed for by members of the Masonic 
order. Tho entire membership was 
more than eager to place the lodge in 
permonent quarters when once the sub- 
ject was broached and the required sum 
was raised without the least difllculty, 
and In fact, more shares could easily 
have been placed. ; 

The building, which they have just 
purchased, is built of bricic and its size 
is 3Gx50. It has a good cement base« 
mont the full size of the building, and 
the first floor which is at present be* 
<:upled by Mra.^ Bowles, who conducts a 
restaurant there, has only one. partition 
Across it. The second floor which was 
done ofT into living roonj- when the 
building was erected wjll require - a 
considerable of remodeling; 

A building committee composed of 
F. B. Huber, S. LoPIant and Walter 
Taylor are In charge of this woric. They 
have formulated plana for making the 
place over Into a modern and up to date 
Masonie Temple, and last Sunday they 
heldfl meeting at which they laid their 
plans before such members of Sequoit 
lodge as cared to attend. / 

Their Ideals first of all to change the 
stairway so that the entrance will be 
from the north side of the building in- 
steud of- the south as It now is. The 
stairs will lead into the west end of the 
hall where there Into be a- reception 
room and a preparation room; the com* 
bined size of the two being 16x24. The 
hall itself Is to be 24x42. Toilet rooms 
will be fitted up and a heating plant 
installed. Before the rebuilding is com- 
pleted a banquet room and kitchen will 
also have been provided. 

Workmen are already busy tearing 
ouL partitions and the work will be 
hurried along as fast as possible but it 
is not the intention of the Masons at 
this time, to move until the expiration 
of their present lease. 

While the. fact that the building.has 
been purchased for Muconic purposes 
may not be exactly news to many of 
our readers, the fact that it was pur- 
chased by the Masonic Temple Associa- 
tion, u body entirely aporffrom Sequoit 
lodge, no doubt is. The rumor that the 
Masons of Seqoit lodge had bought the 
building has been going' the rounds for 
several weeks, but through the request 
of Mr. Huber, who has been very active 
in putting the deal through, we refrain- 
ed from . mentioning the matter until 
the incorporatinn papers were tesned 
and the association Was willing for the 
real facts to be made public. .

Bairst'ow asserted 
that there now Is nothing to prevent 
Lake county from calling for bids and 
awarding the contract for tho strip of 
county road between Waukegan and 
the Wisconsin state line. He thought 
it likely that a special meeting of the' 
board would be called In April to permit 
of this action. He thought it would be, 
possible to get the action work of road 
construction started early this summer. 

The proposed plan calls for the im- 
proving of the road from Greenwood 
avenue, the north boundary line of 
Waukegan, tu the state line, omitting 
only t;hat portion which runs through 
Zion City and' this must be built by

800,000 IN SECOND DRAFT 



Following close upon a' call for 
95i000'drafted men, to begin movement 
to contobments on Mflrch 29, Provost 
Marshal Gen. Crowder made the first 
official announcement yesterday of the 
tinfie of the second draft. It willbe or- 
dered as soon as congress amends the 
taw to compute the basis of apportion- 
ment among the states on the number 
of registrants in class 1 instead of pop- 
ulation, A:,Vv 

Fur purposes orcomniutatlbn, 800,000 
men will be considered as composing 
the^ecbnd draft, although no such 
number will be called to the colors and 
at any one time. 

The order for the early movement of 
theremaining men of 'the first draft 
and some under the second draft calls 
troops from every state In the union 
with the ezception of Iowa and Min- 
nesota. Illinois.will bo called on for 
only 1,961 men in this call. 

The 95,000 now called. It. is under- 
stood are needeilat once to fill up divi- 
sions and other units scheduled . for 
early departdreor to take the place- of 
men transferred from other divisions to 
to make up such dificlenciee. Newly 
organized regular divisions are par- 
ticularly short of men and heavy drafs 
on national ormy divisions to make 
these good have been necessary,: 
sesiously interfering with the training 
work of the national army divisions 
drawn upon. The call for new men 
makes -It probable that no further 
transfers will be necessaryf 

The 800,000 men to bo summoned this 
year represent the number necessary to 
fill up all existing divisions, to create 
all the army corps and field army troops 
to fill out the war machine for -'Which 
the framework already exists, and to 
provide a quarter of a million replace- 
ment troops.' When they have been 
mobilized, a work not to be completed 
before the first of next year, there will 
be more than forty full infantry divis- 
ions of 27,700 men each and all the ad- 
ditional units necessary. 

No od^litional divisions of the national 
army or national .guard will be created 
this year, although the program for the 
regular army, now composed of eight 
infantry.and one cavalry divisions, may 
be enlarged.

The mystery surrounding the disap- 
pearance of Miss Hannah Carney of 
Russell, who has been missing since 
the first of last December, was 'solved 
on Wedriesdav of last week when 
her body was taken from the waters of 
Lake Michigan. 

Jos. Moore of Kenosha, was walking 
along the beach, just north of Park 
Roweon Durkee Aue,, Kenosha, about 
noon when he discovered the almost 
niide body of a woman lying on the 
beach where it had been tossed up by 
the waves. ■ 

The body was badly decomposed and 
gave evidence of having been in the 
water for many weeks. The top of the 
head had been entirely washed away by 
the action of the waves and all clothing 
had been torn from the body with the 
exception of a portion of a blue-green 
skirt which still clung about the waist. 

The coronet was immediately notified 
and the remains were taken to the Han- 
sen morgue where they were identified 
by Albert Wachs, as the body of his 
sister-in-law, Miss Hannah Carney. 

MJss Carney left the home of her 
parents in Russell on the first of last 
Decembertovisither sister, Mrs. Wachs 
in Kenosha, and that was the last seen 
or heard from her. She had seemed in 
the best of spirits when her brother 
left her at the depot platform to await 
the coming of the train that was to take 
her to Kenosha,' but from there she 
strangelv disappeared, iijearch was 
made for her over a wide section but 
no trace could be found and for several 
weeks past relatives had given up all 
hope of her return. 

More than a year ago she was over- 
come by gas while working as a maid 
in a honje in Kenosha and she never 
fully recovered from the effects, and 
ever since had suffered very seriously 
from the nervous and mental strain. 

She was the. daughter of Mr. and 
Mrs. Paul Carney of Russell and was a 
very highly respected young lady. For 
the past year she had been living at 
home with her parents and at the. time 
of her disopuearance was considered 
a)most'recovered from her illness.

OT long before the present 
wnr wns begun tlio kaiser 
attended a shooting fostl- 
vnl In Switxerlnnd during 
the grand meneuvers In 
that country. He was 
naturally attended hy a 
Swiss genernl. to whom 
he plied his (lucstlons. 
"How many men could your coun- 
try put In the. Held In n week?" In- 
quired the German emperor. 

"About nvo hundred thou»nnd." nn- 
swcred his guide, slightly exuggerallng 
the real number. j 

"What If J should come against yon 
with a million men?" : •" 

"In that case, your majesty." sunvo- 
ly replied the Swiss gentJi-al. "we 
should hnve to shoot twice." 

Tills nnecdoto may or mny not be 
nuthontlc, but It. serves to show thr 
true military quality of the SwIks 
nrmy, which for Its size and cost Is 
one of the finest bodies of mnrksnien 
In the world. 

From the dnys of the mythical Wil- 
Mnm Toll and the apple the SwIps hnve 
ninde shooting a national sport. Prob- 
ably no nrmy In the world can show 
BO high nn rittnlnment for slinrpshoot- 
Ing as the Swiss, and during the Inst 
three years the knowledge of this 
quality no doubt bns not been ontlrely 
without effect In the preservation of 
the Swiss neutrality. 

Surrounded by belligerents since the 
war was begun In lfll4. Switzerland 
has been able to mnlntain Its neutrnl- 
Ity, and this despite the fact that with- 
in her borders are opinions thiit sharp- 
ly fnvor one or the other of the coun- 
tries at war. 

While the cantons which border the 
Germnu empire are. so far ns the 
Issues oC the wur go, profoundly pro- 
Oermnn, nnd while the Inhabitants of 
the majority of the cantons spcnk 
nothing hut Gormnn. this favor does 
not extend further than the borders 
of the country, Switzerland ns a 
country Is a neutral state, and has 
refused to enter the war ou either 
side. 

Self-proBorvntlon plays a great part 
In this view. no. doubt, for wore the 
country to align Itself with the cen- 
tral powers Jt would soon be overrun 
from the Poutli and west by the troops 
of the nines, only too enger to (ind a 
more direct route Into the center of 
Germany. On the other band, any 
attempt to ally Itself with the entente 
powers would result In having German 
troops pour over the eastern borders in 
such numbers that the little country 
cotild not expect to escape sulTerlng. 
The part assigned her In the great wnr 
has been recognized by all the bellig- 
erents ns tlmt of the Good Snmarlrnn. 
And there the little country stands In 
the midst of war's alarms, serenely on 
guard, but ■ otherwise playing the 
part of the neiitral and the friend 
of all. 

On'e of these days there will be n 
ponce conference, and ns almost every 
civilized nation Is now engaged In the 
wnr ou one side or the other, Indica- 
tions point to Switzerland, ns being 
the logical country for a round table 
tnik of the powors.nnd. furthermore, 
the capital of Switzerland, nerne, uii- 
dotihtedly Is 'the place where such 
conforeuce will bo held. "■ 

nerne Is ope of tlni most fasclnnt- 
Ing cities In Europe. Its founiln- 



tlon dates back to Borlhold von Zah- 
rlgen, who In the year 1201 creeled 
tliero a stronghold. Since the early 
dnys of the fntal month of August, 
lOM, and especially again In the bist 
few monlbs, It has been frequently 
referred to as "The City of Dlplo* 
nints,'' for there are now more diplo- 
mats, special envoys, pence npnstles 
(nnd also spies are plentiful) . In 
Berne fban there ever wns in any 
other city In the world. Berne bns 
come to be conslderd as the' most prob- 
nble place for the conference which 
win follow the wnr. 

The keen recognition Ihnt the coun- 
try lay In the tnldst of nations that 
never have lived In neighborly love 
made Switzerland for centuries a mill- 
tnry country, although the conscription 
law now In force does not dnte hack 
beyond iho revolution of 18JS. 
Even In Its ndlltary relations the 
country Is truly democratic, because It 
has no standing army, for no canton 
may have more timn 300 nrmod men 
permanently; yet It has a nillltia sys- 
tem, by which every mnn between the 
ages of eighteen and fifty-two years 
Is In one or another of the classes 
likely to be called to the colors, and 
the mere' training begins when the 
boys nttend school, for from the early 
nge of seven the Swiss hoy Is tnught 
to Iiold n rllle and to shoot It, too. 

The, value of the training and the 
system which hns been In force In 
Switzerland since the last military up- 
benval In Europe In 184S was strongly 
sliown when war began In August. 
lOH. It was Switzerland which first 
mobilized her troops. She hnd largo 
bodies of men on her frontiers even 
Itefore rrnncc had moblll^^ed complete- 
ly aiid even before the Gernmn mob- 
Illzntlon, with all Its perfection of elll- 
clency. was accomplished. 

For. the next six months the forces 
on' her frontiers were constantly 
strengthened until there are now per- 
haps -100.000 men of nil arms defend- 
ing Switzerland's democracy. 



Even more than In Germany ?^ the 
army a part of the dally life of the 
Swiss. 

With this spirit of militarism a part 
of the dally untJoiml life there la notli- 
Irig of militarism In the attitude of the 
people, because all the preparation and 
system of training Is purely for de- 
fense and not for aggression. At the 
satue time It Is believed Ihnt the trnln- 
Ing given boys and men Is of the groat- 
CHt service In raising the slnndnrd of 
the Swiss manhood and In Improving 
the health of the whole population. 

Nothing Is wasted In this land of 
thrift, and tho old remark of the hum- 
orist that nothing escnpes the Chicago 
pork packer but the squeal could not 
be truthfully said of the Swiss efforts 
toward efllclency. It Is doubtful If 
even the squeni would bo wasted. 

The Nobel I*ence Prize for 1017 hns 
been awarded to the International Uod 
Cross committee In Geneva. This com- 
mittee has, since the outbreak of the 
war, thanks to the Swiss and untiring 
efforts of Its president, Gustave Ador, 
lately elected fedcrnl counselor and 
chief of the political department of 
the Swiss Confederation, nchloved such 
a remarkable and enviable success 
thnt Switzerland today Is generally re- 
ferred to, ns Mr. Stovall, the United 
States nmbnssndor to Switzerland, 
himself said, as the "Good Samnrltnn." 
The most remnrkable of all the vnrl- 
ous humunltariun undertakings In the 
world wnr, organized by this commit- 
tee. Is the agency .for prisoners of wnr 
at Gepeva. The huge amount'of work 
performed by this Institution nnd 
other benevolent organizations In 
Switzerland Is reflected by tho latest 
report given out by. the Swiss postnl 
authorities. This shows thnt since the 
beginning of the war unUl the end of 
October, 3917, 334.772.0S1 letters nnd 
postcards and C2.210.0-15 small parcels 
Jmve been taken over and reforwarded 
to the prisoners of war of both bel- 
ligerent groups held In the various 
countries.

A Case of Getting Action 

. Here is an incident of "getting action." 
In February Mrs. Lillian C. Wheaton, a former Illi- 
noisan now resident in SanFrancisco, wrote to. the Illinois 
State Council of Defense that Chicago and other Illinois 
boys in training at the Presidio there were not faring 
well. She said they were without sweaters, and other 
cold weather clothing, and that as they were encamped 
nght at the bay, they suffered much on chilly mornings, 
despite the celebrated California climate. 

Chairman Insull of the- State Council took the ques- 
tion up at once, with Bruce D. Smith, manager of the 
Central Division of the American Red Cross. It is a 
long way to San Francisco, so Mr. Smith did not waste 
time by sending a letter, but wired the Red Cross offic- 
ials there to investigate and relieve the conditions of 
which Mrs. Wheaton complained. 

This week Chairman Insull had another letter from 
Mrs. Wheaton. She said that in a very short time after 
she had sent her first letter, every Illinois man was hunt- 
ed up by the chaplain at the Presidio, and that sweaters 
and^ other things necessary to keep them warm were 
issued immediately. And she added that when she 
meets them on the streets these days they are all smiling 
happy and comfortable. 



WUy Not Try a Crop of Beans 

Navy beans, not hitherto considered an Illinois crop 
may be grown successfully in this state and fit well into 
farming conditions in any localities. It would be a safe 
venture and a good war undertaking for many farmers 
to put in a small acreage of navy beans this year. 

Trials in several places in central and southern Illi- 
nois last year brought out the fact that early navy beans 
do well on some of the poorest soils of that section. A 
yield ofsix to ten bushels per acre may be expected. 
Soil preparation is the same as for corn. Planting is 
best delayed until after the corn is planted. Seed is 
drilled in rows— about half a bushel per acre, put in with 
a corn planter. Harvesting may be done by hand or 
with a bean harvester sled. Keeping the beans dry and 
free from mold is most important. They may be thresh- 
ed, with the flail or with an ordinary grain separator 
geared down to slow speed. 



Billions Visualized 

In order that the people may have an adequate un- 
derstanding of the enormous cost of the war Representa- 
tive Frederick C. Hicks of New York undertakes to -give 
the figures in. terms readily comprehended. Up to April 
1, 1917, the war had cost both sides $98,500,000,000

person on the face of the earth. If that number of SI 
bills were placed end to end they wqti)d encircle the 
earth 464 times, or reach to the moon 48 times. But 
the fact that will impress the average person with the 
greatest horror.is Mr. Hicks' calculation that 220,000,000: 
Ford automobiles could have, been built with the money 
thachas been spent for the war, .. ..
